due of chemical on the leav-— 


es. It controls insects that 
chew foliage, such as tomato 
hornwormse and Japanese 
Beetles. 
A septemic insecticide enters 
the plant cell structure and 
kills insects that feed on tis- 
sue, They contro! mites and 
aphids for example. 


. You can add special chemi- 
8 cals at time of seeding a new 
lawn, and these are often 
included in lawn fertilizer.

We suggest you deliberately 
plan an hour or two, or a half- 
day, if necessary, to go over 
your electrical systems in the 
barn, milkhouse, swine or poul- 
try pens, machinery shops, 
house, garage, pump house, 
and look for a prob+ 
lems. 


One of the real avenue 
of a systematic check, is that 
it gives you a chance to note 
where changes need to be made, 
if you plan on expanding the 
system, or the workload on the 
wiring in the rear future. 

Carry a screwdriver, pliers, 
oil can for moter bearings, and 
a clean dry paint brush for 
dusting, while you examine 
wiring, motors, switches, recep- 
tacles, sockets, electrical heat- 
ers, in your path through 
| barns and house. 

Look for loose connections, 
excessive damp areas near 
'wiring and receptacles, loose. 
| plate covers, too much dust ac- 
jcumulation, and other areas. 
i that could cause current loss,

ed wires, etc. Motors needing 
regular oiling should be lubri- 
cated. Where new electrical
